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THE FINANCIAL CRISIS AND THE 


COUNTRY ARCHITECT 


ARCHITECTS in country practice who are old enough to remember the 
slump of 1931 felt a chill wind of memory when the Chancellor deter- 
mined to impose severe restrictions upon credit, for there is no industry which 
makes greater use of credit than does the building industry. Comparatively 
few would build at all without borrowing at some stage and to some extent, 
and very few builders would be able to enter upon large contracts without the 
knowledge that the banks are behind them until the first certificates are met. 


History often appears about to repeat itself, though rarely does it cover the 
same ground twice; but it may be well to glance back at that previous year of 
crisis to see how far it is likely to throw light on our present position. Mr. 
Snowdon’s Crisis Budget was a severe one and imposed great sacrifices upon all 
classes of the community. It made heavy cuts in the salaries of many govern- 
ment-paid workers; it put a stopper upon most public works; and it made full 
use of the credit squeeze. The very severity of the measures taken had the 
result of limiting the period of crisis to a very short period, and within a year 
prosperity was returning. But the situation was a favourable one for a strong 
man to take strong measures. His Government was newly appointed for this 
specific task, and it followed a Labour Government, largely discredited. The 
workers were mindful of numerous great strikes which had failed, leaving the 
union funds much depleted. None of them had ever experienced full 
employment in peace time. A Chancellor could risk much under such 
conditions. 


To-day presents a very different picture, for the Government itself is some- 
what under a cloud, and neither wage earner nor salaried official is in the mood 
to give up the gains made during and since the War. Strikes would be dis- 
astrous at such a time as this, and the Chancellor must exercise very great 
ingenuity if he is to devise a policy that will achieve his purposes without 
stirring up labour troubles. Credit restriction has a way of operating in a fairly 
flexible manner, and although it has already produced some ominous results in 
the Midlands, it has as yet produced little perceptible effect upon the building 
industry in some country districts. 


Pressure upon the industry has been very great for many years, and the 
customers clamouring in the queue have been many more than those who have 
yet gained service from it. There are thus fresh classes to fill the gaps as soon 
as one class is squeezed out. The pure speculator is feeling the pinch keenly, 
but there are still sufficient individuals and firms with the cash to go forward 
with their building schemes, and the average country builder feels no let-up 
in the pressure upon his limited resources. In fact, there seems to be something 
of a minor boom in some places, brought about by the people who have these 
facilities and are hurrying to carry their plans into effect before fresh restrictions 
are imposed to stop them. 


For the most part, then, the country architect is not having at all a bad time. 
But he will be wise if he uses his good fortune to build up reserves with which to 
weather the storms ahead, for it can be taken as a certainty that if capital 
expenditure is not handsomely reduced, measures of greater severity will be 
taken to achieve this end, without which the country cannot hope to balance its 
books. 
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Notes of the Week 


Official into Private 


MPHE latest architect to leave official 

ranks to go into private practice is 
Mr. Stirrat Johnson-Marshall, who to- 
morrow, July 14, retires from the post 
of Chief Architect to the Ministry of 
Education. He thus follows Dr. J. Leslie 
Martin, who is leaving the London 
County Council to become Professor of 
the first Chair of Architecture in the 
University of Cambridge, a post which he 
will combine with private practice. Dr. 
Martin, of course, succeeded another 
Architect to the Council, Dr. Robert 
Matthew, who left in 1953 to occupy a 
teaching post at Edinburgh University, 
from which he has now retired to devote 
himself entirely to his practice. 

There need be no undue speculation 
about the reasons which are causing some 
of our more eminent architects in official 
posts to take this step. Comparable earn- 
ings are probably not the primary reason, 
though the gross earnings of even a 
moderately successful architect in prac- 
tice would greatly exceed even the £4,500 
a year which the LCC offers to its 
Architect. More likely is it that the 
administrative load which bears upon the 
chief of an important Government or 
local government architectural depart- 
ment has the effect of reducing to almost 
negligible proportions the time he can 
spare to devote to his chosen profession 
of designing buildings. 

To find an answer to this is one of the 
more difficult problems now facing local 
and central government. The answer 
does not lie in selecting for an important 
post a chief who is primarily an admini- 
strator and only incidentally an architect. 
Not only does the importance and volume 
of official architecture today make it 
most necessary that it should be designed 
under the control of sensitive and com- 
petent heads, but it is an undoubted fact 
that architectural assistants will not now 
apply for posts in departments which, 
rightly or wrongly, have no reputation for 
design. 

The London County Council must now 
be doing some hard thinking. Three 
changes of Architect within four years 
must be unsettling, to put it at its lowest. 
They have been fortunate in their new 
appointment to the post of Mr. Hubert 
Bennett, who unites in an unusual degree 
the qualities of designer and admini- 
strator. It is surprising, however, that 
the Council has not taken the opportunity 
provided by the change to divide the 
responsibilities which they place of 
being both Architect and Superintendent 
of Metropolitan Buildings. The latter 
post, dealing with statutory provisions 
and by-laws, is one purely administrative 
in its scope, and one which it would seem 
quite unnecessary to add to the burdens 
carried by any official responsible for an 
output of new buildings as large as 
London’s. 


Cardiff’s City Architect 

CARDIFF is to be congratulated on its 
Corporation’s decision to appoint a City 
Architect. The Welsh capital has for 
many years been almost alone among 
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great cities in being without a City Archi- 
tect; this deficiency is now to be remedied, 
and a salary of £2,630 per annum has 
been fixed for the post. 

Less open to congratulation is the Cor- 
poration’s decision to endorse a recom- 
mendation that the Architect should work 
under the City Surveyor’s supervision, be- 
ing responsible for the architectural and 
quantity surveying sections of the City 
Surveyor’s department. Architecture, as 
a creative art, can be best produced in a 
department responsible only to an archi- 
tect head. It is not a question of “ work- 
ing as colleagues” as one of the coun- 
cillors has somewhat naively said, but of 
the conditions under which an art can 
best flourish. We shall hope that Cardiff, 
now that it has taken the first important 
step, will see that it is a step forward 
and not merely to the side. 


Duality at Swansea 


IF THERE IS a strong case for allowing 
an official architect to be in complete 
charge of his own department, is there 
an equal case for keeping him free from 
the authority's works department, where 
such exists? A discussion at the meeting 
on July 4 of Swansea Corporation has led 
to a decision to refer to a standing sub- 
committee a motion that the Central 
Wor!: Department be separated from 
that of the Borough Architect. The 
Councillor who raised the matter. thought 
that it was “undesirable that the archi- 
tect should also be the contractor,” and 
another speaker said that “under the 
present set-up the Architect plans and 
then criticises his own work on behalf of 
the customer.” 

This sort of position is anomalous, as 
the Chairman (Cllr. O. J. Thomas) 
pointed out. There was, he said, no re- 
flection on the Architect but the com- 
mittee which had been considering the 
matter felt that the Architect should be in 
an independent position where he could 
fight the contractor and get from him the 
best in the interests of the client. 

There is a point here in common with 
Swansea’s neighbour Cardiff—that inde- 
pendence is the key to architecture, 
whether public or private. The design of 
buildings today is, of itself, a sufficiently 
important job to justify leaving an official 
architect untrammelled either by being 
placed under a superior but non-archi- 
tectural officer or by off-loading on him 
responsibility for a building department. 


Rebuilding the City 


IT Is GooD to find a popular magazine 
dealing intelligently and objectively with 
the rebuilding of the City. In the current 
number of “John Bull” (July 7), Mr. 
John Ennis, in an article entitled “‘ Storm 
over London,” tells very readably the 
story of the controversy that has raged 
over the various plans and proposals since 
the end of the war, and especially since 
Sir David Eccles made his startling pro- 
nouncement about “fat and familiar, 
mediocre and characterless neo-Georgian 
architecture rising from Hitler’s ruins to 
betray the confident spirit of the new 
reign.” The article, accompanied by 
photographic illustrations, one page being 
excellently reproduced in colour, con- 
cludes on the cautionary note that the

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CORRESPONDENCE 
Planning Principles in Conflict 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


Gj IR,—Your recent leading article en- 
titled “Farewell the Axis” set me 
wondering whether the long drawn-out 
dispute between the formal and the 
informal schools of planners is likely to 
te settled in our time. The revised 
cesign for the Imperial College, published 
ii your last issue, increases my doubts. 


When Messrs. Norman and Dawbarn’s 
(riginal design was published a few 
:10nths ago, one or two of our profes- 
‘ional critics, not normally very well dis- 
osed towards axial planning, were 
rompt to point out that it perpetuated 
he cross axis principle of development 
vhich characterises the whole of this 
‘reat educational area, whereas it should 
1ave done something at least to open up 
he longitudinal “hidden axis,” of which 
here is a rudimentary beginning on the 
.outh side of the Albert Hall. 


I note that, according to the article 
n your last issue accompanying the 
evised design, the architects believe that 
whilst it would be wrong to divide the 
cheme into two halves and leave the axis 
of the Albert Hall and the Tower [of the 
“ollcutt building] entirely open, it would 
oe desirable to cross this axis only with 
reasonably low blocks.” 


Why, in that case, one may ask, have 
an axis at all? One would have thought 
than an uninterrupted view between the 
Albert Hall and the Tower would be 
something to strive for because of the 
splendour of its effect. One assumes, of 
course, that the space between the build- 
ings would be preserved as a pedestrian 
precinct, and therefore the division of 
the scheme (which is markedly of pre- 
cinctual character), would not be a 
serious drawback. 


It seems to me that the profession will 
have to do some hard fundamental think- 
ing on this question of formal v. informal 
planning and come to some agreement 
about principles; otherwise our era, 
which offers immense scope for redevel- 
opment, will appear to future generations 
as one of indecision and compromise. 


I should be interested to know whether 
anything is being done by the RIBA or 
the Town Planning Institute to clarify 
and, if possible, settle this peculiar con- 
flict among the planners. Are we to be 
largely denied the visual stimulus of 
the axial vista and condemned for the 
rest of our days to pottering about the 
often perplexing penetralia of pedestrian 
precincts? For myself, I like both the 
precinct and the axial vista; why do so 
many of our planners and critics seem to 
regard them as incompatible? 


I must apologise for using Imperial 
College as a peg to hang my grumble on. 
The architects, of course, are to be con- 
gratulated on the successful way in which 
they have revised their scheme to incor- 
porate the Collcutt Tower. My point is, 
would it not be wise to plan now as fully 
as possible for the ultimate opening-up of 
this major axis?

STUDENTS at Bedford College of Physical Education 

are now enjoying the facilities of their new 
gymnasium which has been available to them since 
January of this year. The building has been planned in 
accordance with the modern conception of physical 
education. 

Accommodation includes a spectators’ gallery with 
storage space for chairs below, a jumping pit filled with 
sorbo-rubber pieces that is concealed when not in use by 
folding floor panels, changing-rooms, showers, and 
equipment store. Incorporated in the building is a 
biology laboratory with art-room above. 

The floor of the gymnasium is made of narrow strips 
of Loliondo hardwood laid crosswise on a seating of 
rubber pads for greater resilience. There is a specially 
designed system of convection heating below the floor- 
boards that warms the floor. The installation of a 
thermostatically controlled heating plant and a well 
ventilated atmosphere ensure the best possible training 
conditions for the teaching of movement. Acoustic 
tiles have been used in the structure of roof and walls 
to eliminate echo and the noise of movement. 

Roof trusses are of tubular steel, internal facing 
bricks are Lilac Grey Sandstone. External facings are 
Ibstock Buff and Dusted Purple Rustics, metal case- 
ments have been used and the roof construction consists 
of Thermacoust channel-reinforced slabs covered with 
Green bituminous roofing felt.

HE Prison Commissioners for 
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England and Wales have been 
engaged, since the end of the war, on 
a large programme of works, not 
only to provide additional accommo- 
dation for prisoners and Borstal in- 
mates, either by new establishments 
or by increasing accommodation 
within the existing confines, but also 
to provide improvements to the 
standard of existing accommodation, 
much of which was built 100 years 
ago or earlier. This programme has 
been dictated by three factors: 

(1) The abnormal post-war rise in 
prison and Borstal population; 

(2) The advent of the Criminal 
Justice Act of 1948, which required 
the Commissioners to provide cer- 
tain new types of establishments, 











such as Detention Centres for young 








offenders, and (3) The policy of the 
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Everthorpe Hall: Block plan.

financial authority was given for a 
new building programme consisting 
of two security training prisons, each 
for 300 men, two security Borstals, 
each for 150 boys, and two security 
Borstals, each for 75 girls. Grendon 
Hall, a new type of Psychiatric 
Prison, the first of its kind in this 
country, is also to be built and will 
accommodate 250 men, 25 women 
and 50 boys. The purpose of this 
new prison is to treat selected 
prisoners who, while not certifiable 
as insane or mentally defective, 
require psychological examination 
and psychiatric treatment. It will 
also treat prisoners who by reason of 
mental abnormality are unable to 
benefit from training by normal 
prison methods. 

This programme for seven new 
security establishments has now been 
launched by the building of the first 
new prison at Everthorpe, near Hull. 

The Everthorpe Prison 

The design and construction of the 
Everthorpe Prison is the responsi- 
bility of the Ministry of Works’ 
Chief Architect, in consultation with 
the Director of Works to the Prison 
Commission. 


Site works and the security bound- 
ary wall have been completed by a 
first phase contract, and the main 
contract for the erection of cell 
blocks and other ancillary buiidings 
is now under construction by Messrs. 
F. Shepherd and Son, Ltd., of York, 
and the foundation stone of what 
will be the first modern security 
prison to be built for over 50 years, 
was laid by the Home Secretary on 
April 21 last. 

The security wall is not of tradi- 
tional brick gravity construction, 
but of precast and prestressed 
concrete units 12 in. in thickness, 
bolted together and grouted. 

The construction of the three- 
storey cell blocks is of load-bearing 
brickwork, the windows to cells are 
larger than those in existing prisons 
and are of double hung sash opening 
type with guard bars of manganese 
steel. Floors are either of in-situ con- 
crete or precast concrete beams, 
with general finishes of quarry tiles, 
granolithic, or thermoplastic mat- 
erials. Roofs generally are of flat con- 
crete, with deep overhanging eaves 
with asphalt surfaces, while those 
to the central portion of the cell 


blocks have curved concrete roof 
shells, with inserted glass block 
panels. 

The Commissioners are advisedly 
not fitting w.c.’s or lavatory basins 
in prisoners’ cells, but ample washing 
and sanitary facilities are provided 
to each cell block landing, with 
showers and slipper baths on ground 
floors. The central kitchen is fully 
equipped with modern steam appara- 
tus, and is planned to serve meals 
cafeteria fashion to the dining hall 
adjacent, though the latter is not 
to be built at present on the grounds 
of economy. The cell block halls 
will be used initially for dining. 

Central heating is by oil-fired 
steam boilers serving hot water 
radiators in each cell, which is con- 
sidered more flexible than the hot 
air duct system prevailing in the older 
existing prisons. 

Special attention will be paid to 
interior decoration of cell blocks, 
workshops, classrooms, etc., and 
will cover a wide range of pastel 
shades. 

Preliminary plans for the Psychi- 
atric Prison and the new Borstals 
are being prepared by the Prison 
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Commission in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Works. 


Following this programme, the 
Commissioners hope to build a 
series of security Remand and 
Observation Centres, the necessity 
for which is contained in the Crim- 
inal Justice Act, 1948, but so far has 
not been implemented. 


In addition to the present pro- 
gramme it is estimated that at least 
seven such establishments will be 
required.

To replace them 
would mean having a complete new 
set of prisons. It seems to me that 
the cost of a modern security prison 
is so great, and the competing claims 
on the Government are so numer- 
ous, that if we look at the problem 
in that way we shall never be able 
to achieve our ends,”’ he said. 


MAJor LLoyD-GEorRGE, the Home 
Secretary, said that the number of 
establishments under the control 
of the Prison Commissioners had 
risen from 40 to 70, including 20 open 
prisons and Borstal institutions, 
since the war. No more old prisons 
could be taken back into use. 
Further expansion must await the

The first new prison to be built 
in Britain for 46 years, for which 
he had laid the foundation stone 
last April, would he hoped be 
ready in the autumn of next year.

PRISON BUILDING PROGRAMME FOR HM PRISON COMMISSIONERS 
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SECTION AA 


HE new office for Cable and Wireless, Ltd., at 110-124, Theobald’s-road, was named after Mercury, 
son of Jupiter, messenger of the gods and god of commerce. It was opened by Lord Reith, of Stone- 
haven, PC, GCVO, GBE, CB, TD. The building has a reinforced concrete structure, mass concrete foundations 
were carried down to compact gravel imposing a working pressure of three tons per square foot. The 
basement includes a grade A air-raid shelter with a 2-ft. slab over at ground-floor level. All floor beams 
and stairs were precast on the site. As far as possible high-tensile steel was used for reinforcement 
making in all only 0.48 lb. of reinforcement per cu. ft. of buildings. A fully-automatic central heating 
system using oil-fired boilers, convectors and low temperature embedded panels heats the building. 
Forced ventilation is supplied to the lavatories, dining-rooms, kitchens and conference rooms. The 
connected load for the electrical services is 300 kVA, and distribution is by two sets of rising busmains. 
Emergency lighting is provided to the staircases. The plumbing is on the one-pipe system using cast- 
iron drains and stacks, soil branches in lead and waste branches in copper. Four passenger lifts have 
been installed as well as a one-ton capacity goods lift. The exterior of the building has been finished with

3-inch Portland stone facing, the internal walls 
generally are plastered and painted. Exceptions are 
the entrance hall which is lined with green marble and 
Travertine and the refectory which is lined with 


Vynide. Windows have metal frames and doors 


generally are polished hardwood flush panelled. The 
main entrance doors are armour-plate in bronze sur- 
round, and the pavilion entrance doors are bronze- 
covered hardwood. Certain internal doors are walnut, 
panelled and sometimes glazed.

generally is lino tiles. In the entrance hall there is 
travertine with a Belgian Black marble border and 
architrave. The lavatories have terrazzo, and the 
directors’ suite and the refectory have hardwood 
blocks. Some cork tiles were laid in noisy rooms in 
conjunction with acoustic tile ceilings which have also 
been used in the refectory. Other ceilings were 
plastered and distempered. Accessible parts of the 
roof were covered with bituminous felt and surfaced 
with cement and sand, other roofs are asphalt.

The National Federation 
Take Revenge 


HE annual battle, since 1955 for the 
Jeanne Hearder Trophy, between 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers and the Vitruvians 
(the architectural and technical Press) 
was joined on Friday, July 6, at the 
Richmond ground. To epitomise the 
result, the Builders took the cup, after 
some anxious moments in which their 
captain, the one and only Joe Bird, 
found his hair rapidly greying. 

This match, now in its seventh year, 
has not always been blessed with cricket 
weather, but on Friday the Air 
Ministry made full amends. This change 
for the better was connected in the minds 
of some with the late arrival of the 
Vitruvians’ umpire, Mr. Tatham, who as 
Editor of Whitaker's Almanack was con- 
fidently assumed to have been having a 
word with his contemporary Old Moore.

THE SHIPWRIGHTS’ STRIKE.—The work- 
men employed by Messrs. Young and 


Magnay, instead of those connected with,

WINDOWS FOR COVENTRY 
An Appreciation by Basil Marriott 


(THE showing at the Victoria and 

Albert Museum of part of Coventry 
Cathedral’s glass is a major event of more 
than architectural interest in view of the 
growing public interest in the progress of 
the project and of the City’s rebuilding 
itself. Though we do not emote about 
these things, the significance of Coventry 
as a re-birth-place rather than as a grave- 
yard has I think caught the popular 
imagination as never before or elsewhere: 
this is the conclusive answer to calculated 
outrage, and if “New” Coventry is a 
memento mori, it is to the death of a 
régime deliberately capable of such 
actions rather than to Coventry, which 
never died. 

Public interest, for better or worse, 
means public criticism— more or less in- 
formed: rather less informed than other- 
wise in the case of an architecture tend- 
ing less and less to be on the surface but 
more and more demanding understand- 
ing of underlying “ bones ’—structure, 
materials and their function—almost be- 
fore face and certainly before dress are 
critically examined. With certain of its 
branches there are, however, emotional 
considerations outweighing these others, 
and to a correspondingly greater degree 
lay opinion is material in gauging the 
designer’s success. This is true of 
religious buildings generally—the St. 
Paul’s controversy is another case— 
though ecclesiastical authorities and their 
architects must find it ironical to hear so 
much about how their churches should 
look from people who don’t actually use 
them! But there is some force in the 
argument that a church, let alone a 


Cathedral, can hardly be overlooked even . 


by the unregenerate, and all this comes 
to a vociferous head when plans for its 


repair or (as in Coventry’s case) re-build- 
ing are published. 

Of all the Coventry criticisms so far 
heard, the extreme of invalidity seems the 
question of the desirability of a 
“modern” building, though the alterna- 
tive of restoration is seldom seriously 
postulated. Quite apart from its physical 
integration with a new, unequivocally 
modern city centre, a _ replica or 
“souvenir” seems the absolute negation 
of what Coventry’s renascence means 
both symbolically and factually. A per- 
son killed in action is surely less well 
remembered by an effigy—even less by 
a mummification—than by an offspring 
who carries on, as it were, the family line 
and occupation. 

If that analogy holds good, moreover, 
the debated decision to retain and incor- 
porate what remains of the old seems in 
itself tacit acknowledgement of paternity, 
which does not demand that the new 
should copy the old in dress or manner 
in order to prove heredity in spirit or pur- 
pose. 

Though old history now, this principle 
rather than the design seemed once at 
stake, and Coventry bid fair to become 
another of those battlegrounds where 
most of us felt forced vehemently to de- 
fend in toto what we may have had mis- 
givings about in detail. Basil Spence’s 
reasonableness and patience—apparently 
loyally supported by local and ecclesias- 
tical opinion— in successively disarming 
such criticisms, put them in the proper 
perspective of mere personal preferences, 
appear to be winning the day. 

The point of recapitulation is that, dur- 
ing this progress, each part published will 
re-focus public attention: and the part 
that comes nearest reality will get the 
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sharpest focus. Now that the actual glass 
is seen, though in a mocked-up setting 
and with other improvisations, I suspect 
that the question of principle will re- 
emerge. The glass is of course 
“modern” —how not?—but its de- 
signers’ triumph lies in carrying out Basi} 
Spence’s expressed aim “to fuse the 
fabric with the glass” (in which context 
he quotes Chartres’ integration of glass 
with architecture) so that both are unmis- 
takably contemporary in the techniqu2 
and idiom used to express a traditionai 
iconography and timeless emotional cor 
tent. No honest person, I think, will b: 
able truthfully to say that the window; 
are like nothing they’ve seen before, or 
do not move them as do ancient 
examples. Monochrome illustrations cf 
some of the glass were shown in lasi 
week’s Builder. 


The usual purpose of a note of thi: 
kind—to urge readers to visit the exhibi- 
tion—is superfluous in this case, and de- 
tails were published in the last issue, 
accompanied by photographs for whicli 
allowances will have been made for 
stained glass being the least photogenic o* 
subjects, relying as it does on colour and 
translucency. But since full appreciation 
must also await completion and erection, 
my purpose here is mainly to emphasize 
certain reservations to remember in 
receiving the V & A’s “ interim report.” 

First, the artificial lighting is inevitably 
not as bright—or rather as _ brightly 
diffused—as daylight, nor will the glass 
eventually be viewed in semi-darkness, 
i.e., With the containing fret (which is in 
any case simulated flat) in silhouette. This 
most affects, I imagine, the Purple win- 
dows—Nos. 3 and 5 on the “God” and 
““Man” sides respectively. Secondly, 
since six only of the ten windows are dis- 
played, the calculated tonality is neces- 
sarily unbalanced: for instance, the 
multicoloured window (No. 4 on the 
“God” side) gains somewhat by its 
chromatic “nonconformity ” until tak- 
ing its proper place in the chromatic 
sequence. 

Thirdly, that the width available be- 
tween the mocked-up side-walls, “ ser- 
rated ” on plan, is considerably less than 
actuality while the windows are, of 
course, full height: one cannot therefore 
quite get far enough away from them. 

For all that, the effect is vivid and im- 
pressive in the extreme. I cannot close 
without a word about the Press and Pri- 
vate view arrangements: I have seldom 
experienced better, and the public will be 
no less well served. Our Press materia! 
was exhaustive down to details of the 
designers’ private lives, welcome I sup- 
pose to a popular Press avid for such per- 
sonal profiles and even relevant, perhaps 
to the job in hand. A brochure publicly 
available contains contributions by Basi! 
Spence, Robin Darwin, the designers anc 
Basil Taylor. 

The workmanship of the Museum anc 
the college staffs in mounting the display 
is beyond reproach. I am less sure abou 
the canned, broadcast church music anc 
felt the impression through the eye: 
alone was sufficiently moving, and wa‘ 
rather relieved that wafts of synthetic in- 
cénse were not forthcoming!

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The Residential Cul-de-sac: Basic Rules of Conventional Forms 


By J. L. BERBIERS, ARIBA, AMTPI 


MUCH has already been written in 

official and other publications con- 
cerning the three-dimensional aspect of 
cul-de-sac design. However, a few 
essential, although perhaps elementary, 
points might be mentioned here. 

A cul-de-sac should not run downhill 
from its point of entry with a “ through ” 
road, as the view from houses at the end 
would be blocked or at least restricted 
by the rising ground in front of them 
(Fig. 1). Moreover,:from the elevated 
viewpoint at the entrance, the least desir- 
able characteristics of a cul-de-sac—its 
restricted geometrical form, for example, 
or the absence of elevational cohesion— 
will be seen at a glance (Fig. 2). 

The end must be adequately closed 
with buildings. A gap which occurs cen- 
trally between two terminating house 
blocks destroys all sense of unity (Fig. 3). 
The most satisfactory termination for a 
cul-de-sac is the unbroken terrace of 


several houses extending across the end. 
Although seldom possible in private 
development, this arrangement is fre- 
quently adopted in municipal housing 
(Fig. 4). To achieve an element of con- 
tinuity the spacing of buildings, particu- 
larly of non-municipal houses, must be 
reduced to a minimum. In both private 
and municipal housing the use of link 
walls between blocks increases the sense 
of enclosure around the head of a cul-de- 
sac (Fig. 5). 


Simple Layouts Essential 


Simplicity of layout is an essential 
quality of cul-de-sac design. This might 
be achieved without difficulty in muni- 
cipal housing where a rectangular form 
of cul-de-sac, composed largely of ter- 
race houses, is employed (Fig. 6). But in 
the case of development consisting almost 
entirely of. detached and semi-detached 
houses with garages, a cul-de-sac is likely 


to appear lacking in simplicity and cohe- 
sion (Fig. 7), unless its form is empha- 
sised and strengthened by the grouping 
i design of individual buildings (Fig. 

A symmetrical layout is visually often 
the least successful form of cul-de-sac 
development. The central carriageway 
divides the floor pattern into two equal 
parts and the effect is worsened if the 
axial view is closed only by a single de- 
tached house, or pair of semi-detached 
houses (Fig. 8). An improved layout with 
less emphasis on symmetry might be 
achieved if the close at the head is plan- 
ned to one side of the central axis line 
(Fig. 9). 

Consideration has been confined here 
to what might be described as the more 
conventional forms, but new trends in 
residential site planning and _ their 
aesthetic implications offer much scope 
for further study in cul-de-sac design.

The Appreciation of Design 


MPHE Thirteenth Annual Meeting of the 

Council for Visual Education was 
held on May 31 in London, when Mr. 
Leslie Hardern’ BA, FRSA, was in the 
chair.“ Fhe meeting was addressed by 
Mr. J. F. WOLFENDEN, CBE, MA, vice- 
chancellor of Reading University, who 
spoke on “ The Appreciation of Design,” 
and the following are extracts from what 
he said: ay 

He considered it an honour and privi- 
lege to address the Council for Visual 
Education, with which the University of 
Reading had from the start been very 
happily associated. He said he would 
like to make it quite clear at the outset 
that he was speaking as the ordinary 
man-in-the-street, who had just come in 
off the street where, while walking about 
and looking at things, he had arrived at 
some tentative and grotesquely dogmatic 
conclusions. 

The first thing one had to remember 
was that, as he understood it, things de- 
signed and made were made for man, and 
not the other way round. Things were 
designed, he thought, in order that man 
should have them for his use; and, 
secondly, they. were designed for his en- 
joyment. It seemed to him that the two 
things were distinct, though he was pre- 
pared to be told that there was no dis- 
junction here. To say that things were 
designed for use might open the door to 
bleak functionalism of the most funda- 
mental kind, but it did at least put the 
first thing first. 

If use was one criterion by which to 
judge design, enjoyment, or straight-for- 
ward aesthetic pleasure, was perhaps 
another. The nearest he could get to 
describing it was to call it rightness, fit- 
ness, appropriateness. The Greeks had 
only. one word for the two things, but 
today he felt that apart from its use-value 
a thing could be “ fitting ” in such matters 
as scale, proportion and the material of 
which it was made. 

On both criteria Mr. Wolfenden 
thought that education, or perhaps better, 
influence, was necessary. It was not his 
personal experience that children were 
born with innate good taste, or, as Words- 
worth described it, “trailing clouds of 
glory,” and that this taste was contamin- 
ated over the years by their surroundings. 
He believed it was rather something which 
had to be acquired. 

In our approach to young people we 
must be careful to remember that they 
were growing up in an age very different 
from that of our own young days. When 
he was a boy he used to feel he was doing 
pretty well if he could distinguish between 
one car and another, but now his 12-year- 
old daughter did not have to look up into 
the sky to identify a plane; she could tell 
what sort it was by the noise it made. 
The essence of being contemporary was 
not to become “dated”; to be able to 
live in one’s own age, using its materials 
and meeting its needs, 

From what he had said, Mr. Wolfenden 
drew some tentative conclusions. First 
he felt that the appreciation of design 
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was not a God-given gift, but a matter of 
education. The second conclusion he 
had reached was that there was danger in 
laying down canons of “good taste,” 
whether for oneself, for other people, or 
for young people. The older he grew, the 
less convinced he was about “ good 
taste.” Of course there must be some 
principles, and of course they were valu- 
able, and one tried to explain to children 
what they were. But there was danger 
of cramping and confining into lifeless- 
ness. 

A point which was particularly im- 
portant today was the discipline which 
the material imposed. The material used 
should never be regarded as a handicap, 
or even just as a challenge. It must be 
an incarnation of what could not be 
achieved in any other way. 

Finally, Mr. Wolfenden stated his con- 
viction that no education was complete 
which did not include an appreciation of 
design in all its aspects. 

Mr, G. SUTTON, who said he was not 
unfamiliar with the subject, described, 
during the discussion, the function of child- 
ren’s painting as twofold. The purpose was 
first to give the child an emotional outlet, 
and secondly to give it a growing apprecia- 
tion of art. The first might well lead on to 
the second. In the case of very young 
children, a formal and disciplined approach 
to art would be unsuitable. 

Mr. WOLFENDEN thought this could hardly 
be done without an enormous number of 
competent teachers, but Mr. SUTTON ques- 
tioned whether teachers needed to be less 
competent at the formal level. MR. WOLFEN- 
DEN replied that he thought there was no 
need for formal instruction at an early stage, 
but for some guidance of the young child’s 
effort. 

Mr. Supps thought that mass production 
tended to restrict variety, leaving design in 
the hands of a few. He would prefer every 
individual to design and create beautiful 
things, capturing something of the spirit of 
the artist, who. having finished a beautiful 
picture, would despise any mass reproduction 
of his work of art. 

Mr. WOLFENDEN replied that he did not 
think there was any necessary connection 
between having beautiful things readily 
available to everyone and leading standard- 
ised lives. Instead of there being one beauti- 
ful teacup owned by one person. it would 
surely be better to have a multiplication of 
this teacup, so that it could be enjoyed by 
many. Mr. SupDs thought that mass produc- 
tion tended to restrict variety, but Mr. WoL- 
FENDEN saw no conflict between them.

Provision of Welfare 
Aecommodation 


[* view of the amount of building now 

in progress, in which the hospital pro- 
gramme played a not unimportant part, it 
has been necessary to restrict new loan sanc- 
tions to essential needs in the provision of 
weifare accommodation for elderly people, 
and to choose the most urgent projects. 

This was announced in the Commons, on 
July 2, by Mr. TurTON, Minister of Health. 
He stated that since April 1 loan sanctions 
had been postponed on schemes to the value 
of £900,000, including nine new buildings, 
and had been issued or promised on schemes 
to the value of £980,000. including 13 new 
buildings. 

These loan sanctions, and those given 
before April, would constitute the present 
building programme for old people’s hos- 
te's. The matter would again be reviewed 
in the autumn. He was satisfied that his hos- 
piial building programme this year, which 
would be £4,250,000 more than 1950-51, 
would help to put matters right. 


Mr. GIBSON asked how many maternity 
and health centres had been -refused con- 
sent or had a starting date denied because 
of the cut of £340,000 in the capital esti- 
mates of local authorities. 


Miss . Hornssy-SMITH, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Health: One health 
centre and ten maternity and child welfare 
clinics. 

She added that during the loan restric- 
tions all departments had been asked to 
make some contribution to the Government’s 
policy. These schemes had not got the 
highest priority, and they had not been able 
to sanction them. 

Mr. MaArQuanpD asked the Minister of 
Health why he had refused loan sanction 
for the building of a maternity and child 
welfare clinic at Park End, Middlesbrough. 

Miss HornsBy-SMITH.—Mainly because 
the proposal was too dear. The council 
has been asked to reduce the cost, but, with 
current restrictions on capital expenditure, 
I cannot yet say when a loan sanction can 
be given. 

She added that the plans had been ap- 
proved in principle but when the plans were 
received it had been found they were both 
large and unduly costly in view of the popu- 
lation to be served. For ‘that reason they 
had had to ask the authority to re-examine 
the plans, which would be considered for 
loan sanction in relation to the priority of 
other schemes. 


New Towns in Scotland 


[7 is not proposed to designate any further 

new towns in Scotland at present, the 
Secretary of State for Scotland announced in 
a written answer in the Commons on. July 3. 
Mr. STUART was answering a question about 
future designations to provide for Glasgow’s 
overspill. 

He also asked about his decision on the 
proposed acquisition by Glasgow Corpora- 
tion of 500 acres of ground in the Summers- 
ton area for the building of 5,000 houses. 

He stated that the National Coal Board 
had applied to the Glasgow Corporation for 
permission to work coal under the area in 
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question, and had not yet received a decision 
from them. As an appeal might be made to 
him from the coal board in the event of the 
corporation refusing, or attaching conditions 
to their permission, he could not intervene 
at this stage and had so informed the 
corporation. 

Mr. HAMILTON asked the Secretary of 
State if he would make a statement on his 
recent meeting with the Fife County Coun- 
cil and the Glenrothes Development Cor- 
poration on future policy in the new town. 


Mr. Nixon Browne, Under Secretary, 
Scottish Office, replying on July 3, said.— 
The Secretary of State is now considering the 
views put forward by the development cor- 
poration and the county council at their 
recent meeting with the Minister of State, 
and hopes to make an announcement at an 
early date. 

Mr. HaMILTON asked if the announcement 
would be made before the summer recess 
and in the House. 

Mr. BROWNE replied “ Yes,” to both parts 
of that question. He added that the Govern- 
ment had nothing to be ashamed of in their 
policy. They welcomed the signs of greater 
activity. In the last six months 149 miners 
from other areas had been housed, compared 
with 13 in the previous six months and a 
total of 85 in the period 1948-55. 


Economic Policy and Building 


BUILDING controls and licensing were 

again used as an illustration of a 
method by which the Government could 
secure more economies in current expendi- 
ture, when the House of Commons discussed 
the Opposition’s challenge to the Chan- 
cellor’s interim statement in particular and 
the Government economic policy in 
general or. July 3. 

Mr. MACMILLAN, however, did not rise to 
the bait. He contented himself with the 
broader general issues, with special refer- 
ence to present difficulties in the motor indus- 
try, and if at the end he had done little to 
enlighten the House on the details and prin- 
ciples of his £76m. interim cuts he had the 
satisfaction of having his policies endorsed 
by 310 votes to 239. 

While he was explaining the issues at stake 
in the motor industry, MR. ALBU asked him 
why, in the circumstances, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government was allow- 
ing a new factory to be built for motor car 
manufacturers in the Luton and Dunstable 
area when engineering employers in the new 
towns in that area were short of labour. 

Mr. MACMILLAN retorted that it would be 
a defeatist view to say that because there 
were difficulties in that industry they should 
not build modern plants and bring existing 
ones up to date. That would condemn the 
Government to absolute frustration. 

On the point of his interim reductions, 
the Chancellor thought it easy to sneer at 
the £76m., much easier to do that than to 
find the money. That sum was equivalent 
to 6d. on the standard rate of tax, to more 
than half the whole yield of surtax, to about 
one third of the yield on beer duty and to 
twice the entertainments duty, 


Controls Advecated 


It was Mr. HAROLD WILSON, opening the 
debate, who raised the question of building 
controls. Referring to the expansion in in- 
vestment in the motor industry he suggested 
that the Chancellor might argue that there 
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was nothing they could do about such ex- 
pansion because it would mean controls and 
building licensing. It was noted, he went 
of, that Mr. Macmillan was getting a little 
more receptive to this idea, but his Govern- 
ment colleagues would not let him intro- 
duce it. In a recent speech at Leeds he had 
stated that he had an open mind on this 
question, but believed that building licensing 
would not work in time. 

“In time for what?” asked Mr. Wilson. 
“It cannot work in time for the economic 
crisis this year; but then this was being urged 
on him last year. He should introduce it 
this year to prevent next year’s crisis.” It 
was no good saying it worked too slowly. 
The premium bond scheme would work 
slowly, but the Chancellor thought it would 
solve his economic difficulties. 

Sik ROBERT BOOTHBY said that Mr. Sandys 
had shocked him when, in defending his 
decision to permit the erection of “this 
ridiculous tower in Battersea Park” he had 
said that planning controls were never in- 
tended by Parliament to be used for regu- 
lating capital investment. “ My answer to 
that,” said Sir Robert, ‘is that they should 
be used to regulate it, and the sooner the 
better.” 

In a series of pertinent and critical ques- 
tions he asked the Government and the 
House whether it was thought that the 
nation could go on in existing circumstances 
with absolutely unrestricted building. “Mr. 
Macmillan,” he pointed out, “ put. the spring 
into building. He gave it a tremendous im- 
petus at the right moment, but I do not think 
it can be left absolutely unchecked so far as 
dwelling houses are concerned. There must 
be some direction here.” 


Old People’s Homes 


Mr. BLENKINSOP drew attention to the 
actions of the Minister of Health in rejecting 
or postponing proposals for the erection of 
old people’s homes. Since April, he said, 
the Minister had rejected schemes to a total 
of £1m. He cited the example of Newcastle 
where the local authority had put up pro- 
posals for accommodation for 64 persons 
which had been approved in principle by 
the Ministry, and it was thought the scheme 
would go forward. 

At a time when the Minister was urging 
local authorities to pay special attention to 
this problem he was being forced by the 
Chancellor to cancel many of the schemes, 
no doubt with promises that at some time 
in the future they would be reconsidered. 

In Newcastle private building of all kinds, 
including the erection of shop fronts and 
huge new office blocks was proceeding. 
None of that was subject to the form of 
check or control which was imposed on 
local authority projects. The Opposition 
could not accept a Ministry or a Govern- 
ment saying that because work was under- 
taken by a local authority it had to be sub- 
ject to much more strict control and check 
than work which it was agreed to be of far 
less importance and was being carried on 
under private enterprise without any public 
sanctioning being required. 

Mr. TurTON, Minister of Health, said that 
the reason why loan sanction was not granted 
to the Newcastle scheme, which would cost 
about £60,000, was to enable other similar 
accommodation which the Ministry believed 
would meet even more urgent and essential 
needs. More than £900,000 had been sanc- 
tioned for this work in the half year, ia 
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addition to other loan sanction given before 
April. No scheme had been cancelled and 
all: would be reconsidered at the end of the 
half year. 

Mr. BLENKINSOP asked how they were to 
know that this scheme would be allowed to 
proceed in October, or some time later. It 
was plain nonsense to suggest that this 
scheme was to be postponed so that other 
work could go forward. The labour and 
materials might well go into one of the 
schemes for development which were in 
progress now or into a multitude of other 
private projects. 


Prisons and Borstals 


In a written reply on July 5, the HoME 
SECRETARY said that there would be a defer- 
mént to some extent of the following pro- 
jects provided in the 1956-57 Estimates.—The 
second new prison which was planned; the 
East Hubert Psychiatric Institution; two new 
detention centres; two Borstal institutions; a 
number of officers’ quarters and a small num- 
ber of miscellaneous capital works, mainly 
improvement of existing buildings. He hoped 
that it would nevertheless be possible to 
complete within the current financial year 
the purchase of the site for the new prison 
and to make a start on site works in con- 
nection with the East Hubert Institution. 
The adaptation of premises for a fourth 
detention centre would not be affected. 


Local Authority Loans 


()PPOSITION fears that Government 
monetary policy was destroying the 
functions which the Public Works Loans 
Board was set up to perform were described 
as a complete fallacy by MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury, in the 
Commons on July 6, when the Public Works 
Loans Bill was discussed on second reading. 
The Bill places at the disposal of the 
Board £300m. from which to grant loans to 
local authorities in the next year or so. This 
is £200m. less than the amount which was 
allocated by the previous Act, passed in 
March 1955, and which is now almost ex- 
hausted, but the Government feel that at the 
reduced rate of borrowing which has oper- 
ated since October last year the amount they 
now allocate will be sufficient to meet de- 
mands made on the board during a similar 
period to that in which the existing legisla- 
tion has ‘been in force. 


Mr. Brooke indicated that of the £500m. 
provided in March 1955, £402m. had already 
been allocated, £283m. of it for housing, 
£35m. for education and £49m. for purposes 
such as transport, water and land drainage. 

He said that since October when the 
policy was somewhat changed local auth- 
orities had been making vigorous efforts to 
seek.to raise money in the open market by 
their own efforts. In many cases they had 
been successful. The amount raised between 
January and June was £37m. The trustee 
savings banks, at the end of their financial 
year, had on loan on mortgage to local auth- 
orities about £163m. 

The Opposition’s anxieties were voiced by 
Mr. MitTcuHison, He argued that because of 
the reduced number of applications made 
since 1952-53 the board was only operating 
at about 39 per cent. of the rate jt was in 
that year. There had been a sharp drop in 
approvals in the last year, and there seemed 
to be some doubt about how long the board 
would stand up. How much he asked, of the 
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£300m. was estimated to be the result of 
loans which had been sanctioned and would 
not be the subject of fresh applications. 
Mr. BROOKE said that commitments 
amounting to £67m. were not yet taken up 
and he could not say how much would be 
before the Bill became law, nor how many 
further applications there might have been 
by then. No one could be certain of that. 
The Bill was read a second time. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Scottish School Building 


Mr. HAMILTON asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland to give an assurance that 
there would be no cuts in, or slowing down 
of, the school building programme as part 
of the current national economy campaign. 

Mr. HENDERSON STEWART, Under Secre- 
tary, Scottish Office said——No project which 
is essential to provide for the increase in the 
school roll, for the movement of population 
to new housing areas, or for the 
development of technical education, is 
being postponed, but the Secretary of State 
has asked education authorities to defer cer- 
tain projects which do not fall into any of 
these categories. 

Mr. HAMILTON suggested that the answer 
was being less than frank with the House. 
This constant niggling at the education Esti- 
mates was causing concern among people 
who were genuinely interested in education. 
If the nation’s competitors were putting 
their shirts on education should not the 
Secretary of State do the same for Scotland?: 

Mr. STEWART said that they were putting 
much more on than their shirts: they were 
putting on all they possibly could. Last 
year the starts on new schools were a record 
at £11,400,000. This year the figure would 
be higher. 

Mr. Hoy said that the Under Secretary 
last year gave the starting dates for most 
school building in Scotland as well as an- 
nouncing the date for the Forth Road 
bridge. Could it be taken that neither of 
those dates had been altered, and that the 
recent announcement of the Government did 
not alter the original starting date. 

Mr. STEWART said that the question of the 
Forth Road Bridge did not arise here. There 
had been a certain lag over from last year 
in the starting of some schools which 
authorities had hoped to start but found 
they could not. Adding those to this year’s 
programme more starts than ever before in 
Scottish history would be made. 

He added that 47 schools which the local 
authorities had hoped to start last year were 
not started. It was hoped that they would 
be started this year. 

He informed Miss HERBISON that three 
schools were started in the period from 
April 1 to May 31, one of which the educa- 
tion authority had hoped to start in 1955-56. 
It was the Secretary of State’s aim to ensure 
that all essential projects which education 
authorities were ready to start in 1956-57, 
whether they had expected to start them in 
the-previous year or not, would go ahead as 
soon as they were ready. 


Forth Road Bridge 


Mr. HAMILTON asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland to state the reasons for 
not announcing a firm date for the starting 
of the Forth Road bridge; and whether he 
would give an assurance that the scheme 
would not be subject to toll charges. 
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Mr. HENDERSON STEWART.—As the Secre- 
tary of State explained on June 19, the Gov- 
ernment intend to authorise a start within 
the first four years of the road programme 
announced in February, 1955. The precise 
date of starting will be decided having re- 
gard to general economic circumstances. The 
Forth Road Bridge Order, 1947, provides 
for tolls to be levied. 


Boiler Conversions 


Mr. BRIAN HARRISON asked the Minis- 
ter of Health on July 2, whether he would 
advise hospital management committees 
whose coal-burning boilers were obsolete to 
convert to fuel oil; and what action was be- 
ing taken by his department to ensure fuel 
was not wasted. 

Mr. TurTON.—The choice of fuel must 
depend on a number of factors, including 
local conditions and cost. A large part of 
the £6m. available this year and next for 
plant replacement will be spent on new 
boiler installations which I hope will reduce 
waste; I intend soon to introduce a scheme 
of training for hospital stokers to ensure 
more efficient stoking. 


Price Pegging Intentions 


Mr. FREDERICK LEE asked the President of 
the Board of Trade which industries, other 
than the nationalised industries, have in- 
formed the Government of their intention 
not to increase their prices. 

MR. DEREK WALKER-SMITH, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Board of Trade, replying on July 
3 stated—Four trade associations had, at 
the end of June, informed the Government 
of their members’ intention not to increase 
their prices for certain periods. 

He added, in reply to further questions by 
Mr. Lee, that the four associations were the 
Cement Makers’ Federation, the Metal Win- 
dows’ Association, the English Joinery 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Glas; 
Manufacturers’ Federation. The Cement 
Makers’ Federation had made a new stabi- 
lisation proposal to last until June next year. 


Factory Plans 


Mr. BLENKINSOP asked the President of 
the Board of Trade what more stringent 
criteria were being adopted for new factory 
building in development areas. 

Mr. DEREK WALKER-SMITH.—As I ex- 
plained on June 5, all applications have been 
deferred except for a very few of special 
importance and urgency. 

He denied that this amounted to a further 
example of the refusal of the Government 
to take any direction at all towards encour- 
aging industry in the development areas. He 
had explained on June 5 the principles on 
which the Government were proceeding, and 
in relation to applications of special urgency 
they had decided in seven out of eight cases 
to go ahead. 


Singapore Housing 

Mr. STAN Awsery asked the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies what were the esti- 
mated housing requirements in Singapore: 
what were the average number of houses 
built during the past five years by the Singa- 
pore Improvement Trust; and what was the 
estimate for the current year. 

Mr. Hare, Minister of State, Colonial 
Office, in a written reply on June 4 stated.— 

The Singapore master plan, published last 
year, estimates that 10,000 housing units a

Sir ROLAND ROBINSON asked the President 
of tne Board of Trade whether he was aware 
that the number of first-class hotels in Lon- 
don was inadequate to cater for the needs 
of overseas tourists visiting the United 
Kingdom; and what action he was taking to 
sec that adequate hotel facilities were avail- 
able to meet the growing demand. 


fk. PETER THORNEYCROFT, replying on 
July 5, said: My Department will be as help- 
ful as they can to anyone who is interested 
in providing additional hotel accommodation 
any where in Great Britain, which is intended 
primarily to cater for overseas visitors. 

‘ie added that he had been in touch with 
a number of Americans, some of whom were 
inicrested in putting capital into investment 
of this character. 

His department’s powers did not include 
pu:ting up public funds to finance hotel 
building. 


Public Works Loans 


Mr. MITCHISON asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer what total amounts had been 
issued under the Public Works Loans Act, 
1955, up to March 31, 1956, and, since then, 
up to the latest convenient date; and how 
much of those amounts had been borrowed, 
respectively, for education, for public health, 
for housing, for other local authority pur- 
poses and for repayment of maturing debt. 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Financial Secretary, 
Treasury, in a written reply on July 5, 
stated: The total of advances made under 
the Public Works Loans Act, 1955, up to 
March 31, 1956, was £364.3m. The total of 
advances issued since March 31, 1956, up to 
the end of last week was £37.5m., for the 
following purposes:—Education, £1.3m.; 
public ‘health, £2.4m.; housing, £28.5m.; re- 
borrowing, £400,000; other purposes, £4.9m. 

Mr. MITCHISON also asked the Chancellor 
what changes had been made in the rates of 
interest charged by the Public Works Loans 
Board to local authorities and to bodies other 
than local authorities since March 31, 1955.

Coal Industry Finance 


WHEN the Coal Industry Bill, which pro- 
vides power to increase by £350m. the 
amounts which can be advanced to the 
National Coal Board for capital purposes, 
was discussed in committee on July 5, Mr. 
AUBREY JONES, the Minister of Fuel and 
Power, moved an amendment to ensure that 
the advances would be made within a five- 
year period. 

He did so, he said, to remove a miscon- 
ception that had arisen that the advances in- 
tended under the Bill were for 10 years be- 
cause the Coal Board’s new investment plan 
was that period, and to provide an extra 
opportunity for Parliament to scrutinise the 
ways in which the money made available to 
the board were used. 

Mr. GRIMOND said that he did not con- 
sider that they were given sufficient details 
of the way in which these large programmes 
were drawn up, and they were not shown 
how they were related to investment pro- 
grammes in other industries such as oil, 
which was extremely important or the in- 
vestment programmes of the Atomic Energy 
Authority. 

The amendment was agreed to by 208 
votes to 141. 

The Bill was read the third time. 


Clean Air Bill 


THE CLEAN AIR BILL was one of 28 Gov- 
ernment Acts and measures which received 
the royal assent at a Royal Commission in 
the House of Lords on July 5. 


Imperial Institute 


LEGISLATION to transfer the functions of 
the Imperial Institute to a new site from the 
present building is expected to be introduced 
by the Government in the next session. This 
was announced by Sir Davip Ecctes, the 
Minister of Education, in a written answer 
in the Commons on July 6. 


New Stained-glass Medium 


Two altar windows, examples of a new 
technique of setting jewel-like stained glass 
in concrete, are features of the recently- 
completed St. Peter’s Church, Doversgreen, 
Reigate. They are the first windows-in this 
new medium to be both designed and exe- 
cuted in this country and were produced at 
the Wealdstone works of James Powell & 
Sons (Whitefriars) Ltd. No paint is used, 
all shading and designs being brought out 
by using different coloured tones in the 
glass itself. The surface of each piece, one 
inch or more in thickness, is chipped into 
facets by hand like a jewel, and this gives 
an intensely live and brilliant quality to the 
finished windows. 
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PIPED WATER SUPPLIES 
4 Progress in Rural Areas 


By THE END of this year the mileage of 
water mains in the country will be half as 
great again as it was when the war ended. 
Every year mains of a total length sufficient 
to reach from London to New York are 
being laid. 

These facts were given by Mr. ENocn 
PowELL, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
at a luncheon at Mere, Wiltshire. on June 
30. 


“The number of households in the 
country without a piped water supply,” he 
added, “has been halved in the last five 
years, and schemes before the Minister at 
the moment will go far towards halving the 
remainder. Even in the present period of 
financial stress rural water schemes are 
being approved at the rate of £64m. worth 
a year, and nearly all attract Government 
grants under the Act of 1944.” 


Mr. Powell, who was speaking before 
opening a new pumping station for Mere 
and Tisbury and Shaftesbury rural joint 
water committee, said that the scheme, of 
which the pumping station was a part would, 
besides many other benefits, bring a piped 
water supply for the first time to much of 
the population of the district.

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Cromwell Road Extension Scheme 
BRITISH ROAD FEDERATION REPORT 


BELIEVING that a flyover or viaduct 
is essential to relieve Hammersmith’s 
notorious traffic jam and that the present 
plans for a street roundabout system 
there under the Cromwell-road Extension 
Scheme will make conditions even worse, 
the British Road Federation com- 
missioned Messrs. C. P. Andren, MSc, 
AMICE, and N. V. E. Seymer, BA(Can- 
tab.) to prepare an independent report on 
the subject. A Press Conference on the 
report was held last week in London 
under the chairmanship of Lord Derwent, 
chairman of the Federation. The report, 
which goes into the whole problem in 
considerable detail, shows that the pro- 
posed roundabout is inadequate even for 
present-day traffic, and that the flyover 
and improvements on the route east of 
it are necessary. It is accompanied by 
numerous diagrams and plans, one of 
which is here reproduced. 
The introduction to the report 
follows:— 
In a speech which he made to the Asso- 
ciation of Metropolitan Borough Engineers 


is as 


a double track highway starting and ending 
in a major bottleneck. 


The threatened bottleneck at the western 


end will be the result of not completing‘ 


in time the planned flyover to carry the 
new road through to the Great West-road 
over the enlarged roundabout to be built 
at its junction with Chiswick High-road, 
Gunnersbury-avenue and Kew Bridge-road 
(these last two roads form part of the North 
Circular and South Circular-roads repec- 
tively). 

Replying to a question in Parliament on 
July 1, 1955, the Minister’s predecessor 
stated, “It is expected that a through road 
will be available before 1959, but for prac- 
tical reasons the flyover at Chiswick High- 
road may not be completed until a little 
later.” 

It is hard to conjecture just what the 
“practical reasons” are which may 
apparently prevent the completion: of the 
flyover by 1959. It is certainly to be hoped 
that the Minister will ensure that the fly- 


-over is built within the next three years.

and Surveyors on February 3 of this year, 
the Minister of Transport, Mr. Harold 
Watkinson, said: 


“For the coming year I am going to 
concentrate all my immediate roadworks 
and policy towards the general objective 
of increasing traffic flow, of averting 
bottlenecks, and of trying to give the 
motorist some steady improvement in the 
roads which he at present uses day by 
day. I do want to emphasise very 
strongly the importance of keeping traffic 
flowing. Frankly, I see little point in 
building a super-fast track highway which 
starts and ends in a major bottleneck.” 


The British Road Federation endorses the 
last sentence.. Indeed, the Federation is 
organising an Urban Motorways Conference 
in September to draw attention to the urgent 
need for providing high capacity limited 
access roads in, and penetrating right into, 
our larger cities. But we must warn the 
Minister—and that is the purpose of this 
report—of the grave danger that, unless very 
quick action is taken now, in two or three 
years’ time the Cromwell-road Extension 
which is now being constructed at a cost of 
nearly £4 million (for about 3 miles: of-new 
and improved road) will ‘be just such a case; 


{f this is not done, and the traffic from 
the new road is fed into a roundabout, this 
junction will undoubtedly constitute a major 
bottleneck. 


Eastern End 


The bottleneck at the eastern end will be 
a layout consisting of two. roundabouts 
linked by a short length of new road. There 
will be a fairly small roundabout at the 
junction with Hammersmith Bridge-road, 
and a much larger one which will incor- 
porate sections of existing streets—namely, 
Queen Caroline-street, Hammersmith Broad- 
way, Hammersmith-road and Great Church- 
lane—plus a short section of new road link- 
ing Great Church-lane and Hammersmith- 
road some 100 yards to the east of Ham- 
mersmith Underground station. Great 
Church-lane will be widened, but the other 
streets forming this monster roundabout will 
be the same as they are at present. 

The scheme which received Parliamentary 
approval in 1948 provided not only for the 
two roundabouts but also for a flyover some 
2,600 feet in length. This structure was 
to carry east-west traffic over the two round- 
abouts—and thus over Hammersmith 
Bridge-road and Queen . Caroline-street— 


‘from the new road to a point just west of 
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the sharp bend in Colet Gardens (which 
leads through to Talgarth-road and so to 
the West Cromwell-road). It was approxi- 
mately 60 feet wide, so that it would have 
been wide enough to carry two 20-foot 
carriageways, divided by a central strip 3 or 
4 feet in width. The flyover was recom- 
mended after the war by the London and 
Home Counties Traffic Advisory Committee 
and the recommendation was accepted by 
the then Minister of Transport, Mr. Alfred 
Barnes. Succeeding Ministers have aiso 
supported the proposal. 

When it was announced, in December, 
1953, that the scheme was to be authorised, 
the construction of the flyover was not 
included. The London County Council, as 
Highway Improvement Authority for Lon- 
don, decided not to exercise the powers 
which it had obtained for that purpose by 
Act of Parliament and limited its action 
to making provision in the present scheme 
for the construction of the flyover at a 
later date. 


Traffic Engineering Investigation 

The British Road Federation therefore 
decided to have a study made by consultants 
of the traffic capacity of the proposed 
roundabout layout, and its adequacy for the 
traffic volumes which will have to use the 
layout after the completion of the new road. 
The consultants made a very thorough 
investigation of traffic movements through- 
out a wide area of West London in order 
to determine how much traffic is likely to 
use the new road, and in particular how 
much traffic will have to pass through each 
part of the roundabout layout during peak 
hours. They were also able to estimate the 
proportion of present-day traffic which 
would use the flyover if it were constructed. 

The consultants show that the proposed 
roundabout is inadequate even for present- 
day traffic. It is their view that an adequate 
scheme needs to be carried out to implement 
the flyover and improvements on the route 
east of it.

Minister Approves Scheme for 
Redevelopment of Lion Hotel Site, 
Guildford 


\ ’HETHER the Lion Hotel, High-street, 

Guildford, was a building of special 
architectural and historical interest and 
ought to be preserved was one of the matters 
discussed in the course of a public inquiry 
into an appeal by Lion Hotel (Guildford), 
Ltd.. against the refusal of the Guildford 
Borough Council to allow them to demolish 
the hotel and erect shops and offices on the 
site. The appeal was the subject of an in- 
quiry held at Guildford in February last, 
before Mr. H. G. Warren, an Inspector 
appointed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The company also 
opposed the Guildford Building Preserva- 
tion Order (No. 2), 1955, which the Council 
asked the Minister to confirm, and which 
would have the effect of preserving certain 
portions of the hotel. 

Cn behalf of the appellants, Mr. 
GEOFFREY LAWRENCE, QC, said that his 
clients had been reluctantly compelled to 
consider whether the site could not be put 
to some more economic use which, at the 
same time, would not do violence to the 
amenities and character of the town. Such 
a use would inevitably have to be that of 
shops, for which use the site was primarily 
zoned, with offices above, and with those 
considerations in mind they entered into 
negotiations with Messrs. Woolworths, 
whose existing premises on the opposite side 
of the High-street were hopelessly out of 
date and inadequate to their needs, for the 
sale to them of the Lion Hotel site, subject 
to planning consent being obtained. The 
company’s outline application, however, was 
refused by the Borough Council who, per- 
haps as a corollary to their refusal, pro- 
ceeded to make a building preservation order 
upon such parts of the hotel premises as 
were included in the list of buildings of 
special architectural or historic merit com- 
piled by the Minister under Section 30 of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. 

For the reassurance of those who might 
look upon these proposals with some degree 
of misgiving, counsel said he wished to 
emphasise that neither his clients nor Wool- 
worths wished to do anything which would 
destroy the amenities of the town in general 
or the character of the High-street in par- 
ticular. Before the present appeal was 
decided upon at all they sought the advice 
of Dr. Thomas Sharp, LRIBA, and gave 
him the utmost liberty to consider the 
matter entirely objectively. If his report had 
been unfavourable the proposed develop- 
ment would never have been pursued. 

In fact, however, it was favourable to the 
project and his view had been supported by 
Mr. Sydney Tatchell, FRIBA. 


Grounds for Rejection 


It was interesting to see the grounds upon 
which the application was rejected; they 
were (1) that it would involve the demoli- 
tion of a hotel in circumstances where there 
was a shortage of hotel accommodation in 
the town ; (2) that it would be detrimental 
to the amenities of the High-street because 
it involved the demolition of a building 
listed as being of architectural and historical 
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interest ; and (3) that it would increase the 
traffic congestion in the town centre. His 
broad submission was that none of those 
three grounds could justify refusal of plan- 
ning consent, in view of the fact that the 
development proposed conformed with the 
provisions of the Development Plan and 
it was, no doubt, because they realised the 
weakness of their grounds of refusal that 
the council subsequently made a building 
preservation order on part of the building— 
not, he imagined, so much as a second line 
of defence as the real rampart which they 
proposed to man in ‘defence of the Lion 
Hotel. 

The Council’s contention that the pro- 
posed development would involve the 
demolition of the hotel in circumstances in 
which there was a shortage of such accom- 
modation was not a valid ground of objec- 
tion from a planning point of view. If it 
were, it would mean that a planning 
authority was entitled to control the balance 
of trade in any main shopping area as be- 
tween the various trading interests. A plan- 
ning authority was not a trade licensing 
authority and it was a misconception to 
think that considerations of hotel shortages 
were germane to those considerations 
which were relevant to a planning inquiry. 

The first witness on behalf of the appel- 
lants was Dr. THOMAS SHARP, MA, LRIBA, 
MTPI, town planning consultant. Dr. 
Sharp expressed the view that the Lion Hotel 
was a pleasant building but not: one which 
rated very highly from an architectural point 
of view. If it had been a particularly good 
building of its kind he would have un- 
hesitatingly opposed the proposal to 
demolish it for his instincts were clearly in 
favour of its retention. The building, how- 
ever, proved to be nothing like so important 
as he had been led to believe. It stood on 
the very steepest pitch of the High-street and 
since its design failed to recognise the fall 
in the .ground level of the site it displayed 
a considerable length of deadwalling which. 
in some respects, gave the building an un- 
gainly and somewhat unsatisfactory appear- 
ance. 

In his view, the Lion Hotel, pleasant 
though it was, was not a building which 
ought to be preserved regardless of other 
needs, however much one might regret its 
destruction. There had never been any 
question of his being asked to advise on any 
specific form of rebuilding, but after he had 
made his report he was asked by Messrs. 
Woolworths to advise on the design of the 
frontage to a store which they proposed 
to erect if the Minister were to allow the 
present application. Messrs. Woolworths 
had accepted his design and the work would 
be carried out under his supervision. In 
order to recognise the differences in height 
at ground level he had suggested that two 
individual shops should be built at the upper 
end of the site, thus reducing the length of 
the sustained frontage of the main store 
from 92ft. to 63ft. 


He had also suggested a slight break in 
the building line in order to increase the 
pavement width in front of the store. The 
three units comprising the total frontage of 
the site should possess the atmosphere of 
a country town High Street and ought, in 
his opinion, to be essentially modern build- 
ings. There was nothing to be gained and 
everything to be lost by trying to give them 
a period air. As to the general frontage 
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of the main store, Messrs. Woolworths had 
agreed that there should be no fascia in the 
ordinary sense of the word. 

e had attempted to design a frontage 
which would be suitable to this particular 
site in this particular street and within what 
he regarded as the essential principles of 
townscape. In his view it could not pos- 
sibly be argued that the existing building, 
though modestly pleasant, had any historical 
influence because, apart from a few feet of 
the frontage at ground floor level, it was 
entirely a building belonging to the present 
century. 

In cross-examination, the witness said he 
thought he had designed a satisfactory re- 
placement which avoided the one major 
defect in the existing building, namely a 
long, sustained frontage which did not take 
into account the rapid drop in ground level. 
He would regret to see the “Lion” dis- 
appear but did not consider it irreplaceable. 

In reply to further questions, Dr. Sharp 
said he would be content that the present 
building should remain if there was an 
economic use for it. He had no particular 
interest in seeing it disappear. 

Further evidence for the appellants was 
given by Mr. SYDNEY TATCHELL, FRIBA. 
The Lion Hotel, he said, had a pleasant 
stucco facade but it could not be described 
as a building of special architectural merit. 
Only a part of the ground floor of the 
present building could be considered to form 
part of the original structure. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Tatchell said 
the successful replacement of the “Lion” 
depended upon the exercise of good manners 
in architecture. Provided good manners 
were displayed he thought an architect could 
design an acceptable alternative which would 
harmonise with the other buildings in the 
street. 


The Council’s Case 


For the Council it was argued that the 
Lion Hotel was a handsome building, the 
preservation of which was essential to the 
character of Guildford High-street, one of 
the finest streets of its kind in the country. 
The “Lion” was one of the only two sur- 
vivors of the famous series of Guildford 
Inns and Posting Houses which had existed 
up to the nineteenth century. The long 
facade, with its continuous balcony and well 
spaced windows, provided a pleasant break 
in the shops on the north side of the High- 
street, and the substitution of a new block 
of shops and offices for this typically Eng- 
lish country town hotel would completely 
change the character of this portion of the 
High Street. A further objection to the re- 
building proposal was that the establishment 
of a new Woolworths store on the site would 
result in increased cross-street traffic and 
congestion of the pavements. 

The Minister’s Decision 

The Minister, in the course of his deci- 
sion, says there is no doubt that this well- 
known hotel was rightly included in the list 
compiled under Section 30 of the Act, and 
that the Council were justified in taking this 
into account when considering the matter 
under appeal. The Minister notes, however, 
that none of the expert witnesses would 
state categorically that the hotel was a 
building of outstanding architectural or 
historic interest. It was said by one witness 
—and the Minister shares this view—that it 
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is the combination of the pleasing and 
spacious front elevation with the fact that 
there has been an inn on the site for hun- 
dreds of years which gives the building 
what importance it does possess. It is not 
of great architectural beauty, neither is there 
anything of particular historic interest in- 
side, and in the Minister’s view its preserva- 
tion cannot be regarded as essential to the 
character of the High-street. While, there- 
fore, he sympathises with the Council’s 
desire that the Lion Hotel should be re- 
tained; he has come to the conclusion that 
he would not be justified in confirming the 
building preservation order and he does not 
propose to do so. 

With regard to the proposal of redevelop- 
ing the site with shops and offices, the 
Minister notes that this would be in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the Develop- 
ment Plan, and provided goods are delivered 
to the premises only from North-street 
(satisfactory arrangements for this are of the 
utmost importance) he does not think that 
traffic conditions in the High-street will be 
worsened. 


He attaches consjderable importance to 
the careful design.of the shops and offices 
in keeping with the character of the High- 
street, and he is confident that the de- 
velopers will co-operate with the local plan- 
ning authority to achieve this. 


The Minister has decided, therefore, to 
allow the appeal made under Section 16 of 
the Act, and to grant permission for the 
erection of shops and offices on the site 
occupied by the Lion Hotel, subject to the 
condition that the means of access and the 
design and external appearance of the build- 
ing shall be as may be agreéd with the local 
planning authority or, in default of agree- 
ment, as shall be determined by the 
Minister.

Minimum Coats of Paint 


At a meeting of the Council, on July 3, 
Mr. RONALD H. HouseMaN asked the 
chairman of the Housing Commiitee if the 


Council’s code of standards for outside | 


paintwork on housing estates prescribed a 
minimum number of coats of paint for doors 
and windows, and what was the number 
considered necessary. Mr. W. G. FISKE 
replying said that for new work four coats 
were necessary and were prescribed, a 
priming coat, two undercoats and finishing 
coat. For repainting the same standards 
were kept. This might mean the application 
of between two and four coats according 
to the condition of the old paint. 


Transferring Housing Applications 


REPLYING to a question by Mr. MARTIN 
Bonp, Mr. Fiske said that he had been kept 
informed of the negotiations in the Midlands 
about making it possible for housing 
applicants to transfer their applications from 
one local authority to another. These dis- 
cussions had arisen as a consequence of the 
recommendations made by the Central 
Housing Advisory Committee. 

Asked by Mr. Bond if he would consider 
initiating similar negotiations in the greater 
London area, Mr. Fiske said that the matter, 
with others affecting the. waiting list, was 
very much in mind. It was the subject of 
a passing reference in a report on the 
waiting list which would be presented to 
the Housing Committee in the near future. 


Compulsory Land Acquisition 


Mr. R. E. Goopwin, chairman of the 
General Purposes Committee, replying to 
a question by Mr. GEOFFREY RIPPON, said 
that it was not possible without undue 
expenditure of time and labour to give 
precise figures of how many acres of land 
had been acquired by the Council since the 
end of the war, at any given time. 

The process of acquisition was continuing 
daily; the sites required for all services were 
generally split up into many ownerships. 

In those circumstances Mr. Goodwin pro- 
posed to give Mr. Rippon the figures in 
relation to compulsory purchase orders 
made by the Council and confirmed by the 
appropriate Minister since the war. The 
total area of property so included was 
approximately 9,900 acres, the estimated cost 
of acquisition being £39,700,000. At 
December, 1955, the Councils’ ownership 
of land was: In-County, 10,156 acres; Out- 
County, 16,577 acres, totalling 26,733 acres.

Encouraging Figures 


Mr. NIGEL HANNEN, National president, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the North Western Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, at Bury, on July 4, 
said that of all industrial groups building 
and contracting was the “ youngest” in the 
make-up of its labour force. . 


“ According .to the Ministry of Labour's 
annual analysis,” he said, 59 per cent. of 
our labour force is under 40 years of age, 
while the proportion.for all industries js 
50 per cent. The figure of 59 per cent. is 
the highest in the country. This analysis is 
encouraging for it shows that our industry 
is far from being an ‘ageing’ one and that 
recruitment since the war has been much 
better than some would have us*believe.” 


BUILDING BOARDS 
New Fire Test Under. Consideration 


Mr. N. C. STROTHER-SMITH, of the Fire 
Offices Committee, Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, told the annual conference of the 
British Fire Services Association at Bognor 
Regis on July 5 that the Fire Research 
Organisation is considering a new test for 
building boards. He was giving a paper 
on “Building boards in relation to fire 
prevention and construction.” 


The test, he said, would take into account 
more accurately the combustible contents 
of the boards, because of the difficulty that 
has ‘been created by the wide variation of 
performance under the British standard 
No. 476 class one spread-of-flame test. 
““When this new test is brought out there 
will be quite an appreciable change in the 
classification of some building boards.” 


The test would be much more repre- 
sentative of the ability of the material to 
spread fire. 


Three Requirements 


Mr. Strother-Smith said if building 
boards were to replace traditional forms of 
construction and were not to reduce the 
standards of safety from fire to which we 
had become accustomed, they must fulfil 
three requirements: (a) they must not be 
readily ignited; (b) they must not encour- 
age the spread or development of fire; (c) 
they must provide the same fire resistance 


as the construction which they have 
replaced. ~

BUILDING IN SPAIN 


Some Impressions of a Recent Visit 


By ROBERT W. PORTER, MBE, FCIS, ASAA, AIMTA 
(Director, Eastern Federation of Building Trades Employers) 


W HEN the Eastern Federation of 

Building Trades Employers selected 
Spain for their fourth official visit abroad 
there were those who asked: “ What do 
you expect to see in Spain?” 

Whatever our expectations may have 
been, they were certainly exceeded in a 
14-day visit in the second half of May. 
While in Madrid we were most hospit- 
ably received by the Agrupacion 
Nacional de Constructores de Obras 
Publicas (National Federation of Public 
Works Contractors), whose president, 
Senor Ramon de Caso, could not have 
done more to make us welcome. An 
equally cordial reception was accorded us 
at Barcelona, where Senor Antonio Car- 
bonell (president, Catalonian Public 
Works Contractors Federation) and his 
colleagues gave us further evidence of 
real Spanish hospitality and courtesy. 

Conditions in industry generally are 
subject to more State control than in 
Britain. For example, <a minimum 
national wage is fixed by: the Govern- 
ment, although building contractors 
generally pay above this. In building 
there is a working day -of eight hours. 
When overtime is worked (and this seems 
to be the rule), the’ first two hours are 
at plain time rates, the second two at 
time-and-a-quarter,-and the next two at 
time-and-a-half. The pay of top trades- 
men is about 7s. 6d, per day, unskilled 
ne receiving between 4s. and 5s.. per 

ay. 

Contracts are generally awarded on 
open tendering, although on certain 
occasions selective tendering is used. 
There is a main contractor with special- 
ist trades sub-let. 


We found the Spanish 
approach to building stan- 
dards to be very similar to 
the Italian. The work- 
manship was often rough, 
with some ingenious im- 
provisations, but the fini- 
shes were generally good. 
In Madrid, external fac- 
ings of concrete slabs and 
granite were in common 
use, particularly in the 
more elaborate buildings 


in which marble and 


mosaic often gave the 
interior a cool and elegant 
appearance. The main 
form of construction in 
large buildings was _re- 
inforced concrete with 
hollow block _ partitions, 
and although we saw no 
prestressed work we were 
told that prestressing was 
sometimes used for floor 
joists, beams and ‘floors. 
Joinery work was good; 
timber was generally em- 
ployed for scaffolding, 
shuttering, etc. Some of 


_the buildings visited, how- 


ever, had practically no 
external scaffolding, 
cradles being used for 
finishing. There were the 
inevitable incongruities— 
ready-mixed concrete be- 
ing delivered alongside 
other materials conveyed 
by donkey carts. 

Madrid, in particular, 
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was the scene of intense building activity, 
with men working steadily for long hours, 
and we were fortunate in seeing in both 
Madrid and ‘Barcelona a good cross-sec- 
tion of current building projects. 


An Interesting Project 


In the capital, our first call was at the 
Montepio de la Construccion, the archi- 
tect of which (Senor Emiliano Castro) was 
awarded the prize of the Building and 
Concrete Research Institute. This rein- 
forced concrete framed building was 
being constructed as an investment for 
the building industry pension fund, the 
first two floors to be occupied by the 
administration. This is a compulsory 
fund with a one and a half per cent. 
employers’ contribution and a half per 
cent. workers’ contribution. Subject to 
certain conditions, building workers can 
retire at 64, on a percentage of their pay 
related to service. 


The remaining 12 floors of this build- 
ing, started 18 months ago and now three 
months off completion, will be let as flats 
which are attractiveiy fitted and have 
fine balconies with an excellent view of 
the city. 

A striking public building was the new 
headquarters of the Ministries of Public 
Works, Interior, etc., in the Paseo de la 
Castellana. Madrid, when rebuilt (the 
damage in the Civil War was very great), 
will certainly be a city of fine public 
buildings, most of which are in a modi- 
fied classical architectural style. This new 
Ministry building was started just before

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the outbreak of the Civil War in 1936, 
and it was not until 1940 that work really 
got under way. Even then it will be 
1960 before the contract is complete, the 
present estimate of cost being some 
£8,000,000. The building is eight storeys 
high with an overall length of 1,550 ft. 
We were shown round by the chief archi- 
tect, after seeing in his office perspective 
drawings of a particularly high standard. 
It was interesting to see that part of the 
building was steel-framed, the architect 
explaining that he much preferred this, 
although the cost of steel made its general 
use prohibitive. As in other public 
buildings, granite facings were being 
used. 
A Striking Building 

When finished, one of- the most strik- 
ing buildings in Europe will be the Torre 
de Madrid in the Plaza de Espana. This 
reinforced concrete building, started in 
March, 1955, and due to be completed in 
December, 1959, will have 36 floors. With 
a height of 430 ft. (65 ft. higher than St. 
Paul’s), it should be the highest building 
in Europe. It is being built for a pro- 
perty company, the Compania Inmo- 
biliaria Metropolitana. The architect 
Julian Otamendi, the consulting engineer, 
Carmelo Monzon, and the contractor, 
Agroman, were all present when we 
visited the site, and afterwards in the 
architect’s office we examined the draw- 
ings and a scale model. This building 
rests on 16ft. of solid rock, and only 
3 ft. of excavation into the rock was 
necessary. The building, estimated to 
cost £l4im., will be occupied in due 
course by shops, offices and flats. 

One of our visits took us to the Barrio 
de la Concepcion (Concepcion Suburb), 
where we saw flats for workers and the 
middle classes. Workers’ housing pro- 
jects are under the State, and although 
no useful figures were available it was 
obvious that the rent charged was heavily 
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subsidised. We were interested to learn 
that the trade unions have a say in the 
allocation of accommodation available. 

We were fortunate in seeing a project 
for middle-class flats by one contractor 
(Banus) which, when finished, will cost 
close on £15m.* This complete suburb, 
with plenty of open space, developed 
from yirgin land some four miles east of 
the centre of Madrid, was started some 
four years ago and 3,000 flats are already 
occupied. . A further 5,000 will be com- 
pleted by 1962, the average labour force 
at present being 1,000 men. Most blocks 
were five storeys in height, but a-central 
buiiding with a shopping centre will have 
16 floors. The structure was of rein- 
forced concrete with brick cladding ren- 
dered in coloured cement above first floor 
level, up to which there was artificial 
stone facing. Brickwork was rough but 
the rendering was good. Output for 
bricklayers was about 600 bricks in eight 
hours. All concrete mixers were electri- 
cally driven, but generally there was little 
mechanisation. 

A visit to a completed flat showed the 
finish to be good, the design excellent 
(balconies were widely used), and the 
general amenities on a very satisfactory 
level. The rooms were 9 ft. high with 
coving in both walls and ceilings. 

The financial arrangements proved in- 
teresting—there is a 50-year State loan 
at 3 per cent., payable on half the cost 
to the contractor as work proceeds. The 
flats are for sale and liability for the 
State loan is taken over by each pur- 
chaser. The remaining 50 per cent. is 
repaid by the purchaser to the contractor 
over 15 years. 


Madrid’s Amenities 


Even a brief tour of Madrid gives the 
impression that here is a magnificent city 
still in the making. University City, for 
example, the front-line in the Civil War, 
is being rapidly built on most modern 
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lines with broad avenues and excellently 
sited and designed faculty buildings to 
accommodate the 20,000 students, one 
fifth of which come from South America. 

One striking scheme is the canalisation 
of the River Manzanares, which flows to 
the west and south of Madrid. We were 
most hospitably received and entertained 
by the chief engineer of the Board (Senor 
Luis de Fuentes), and a two-hour visit 
gave an excellent opportunity of appr-- 
ciating how great a contribution this 
scheme will make to the amenities of 
Madrid. ‘Tree-lined embankments and 
gardens now stand where formerly there 
was waste land, the land reclaimed 
through the narrowing of the watercourse 
being enough to accommodate 100,000 
people. It will be some years yet before 
the whole 64-mile length of embankment 
is complete, but the total cost of some 
£5m. is likely to be recovered through 
the sale of reclaimed land for building 


purposes. 
Football Stadia 


Perhaps our changing football fortunes 
caused our Spanish friends to arrange 
special visits to the football stadiums in 
Madrid and Barcelona. The Barcelona 
Football Club intend to construct what 
they believe will be the biggest footbali 
stadium in the world. Stage 1, to cosi 
about £1m., on which over 500 men are 
at present employed, will be completed 
in 18 months and will accommodate close 
on 90,000. Stage 2, to increase the capa- 
city of the ground to 150,000, will cost a 
further £4m. The three-tiered stadium 
itself will be over 300 yards long and 200 
yards wide, but the entire scheme will 
cover over 60 acres. 

In retrospect, several impressions stand 
out clearly. In design, there was much 
to admire which was bold, imaginative 
and vigorous, and which will make 
Madrid in ten years’ time one of the out- 
standing cities of Europe.

A FEW QUERIES ON THE 
SUPPLY OF FAULTY MATERIALS 


By a Correspondent 


TPHE contentious problem of a nomin- 

ated supplier’s action in connection 
with faulty material and subsequent lia- 
bility for consequential damage has long 
been argued. Recently, a modified form 
of Tender has been sanctioned by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
and the National Federation of Building 
‘Trades Employers after discussions with 
the National Council of Building 
Material Producers. 


It is claimed that, so far as the nomin- 
ated supplier is concerned, the new Form 
is less onerous in respect of liability for 
consequential damage. The new Form 
(copies of which are obtainable at 2d. 
each) does appear to restrict the liability 
of the supplier of faulty goods, but there 
are a number of aspects which, to my 
mind, are not entirely satisfactory from 
the contractor’s angle. It is not proposed 
to deal with them all here, but rather to 
pinpoint one which seems to leave matters 
in rather a debatable manner so far as 
the principal contractor is concerned. 


Clause 5 of the new Form is as follows: 
“* We agree to make good by replacement 
or otherwise any defects in the materials 
or goods supplied by us which appear 
within . . . months from the date of 
delivery and to bear any reasonable ex- 
penses incurred by the principal con- 
tractor under the terms of the main con- 
tract for the direct consequences of such 
defects, provided that :— 

{1) Where the materials or goods have 
been used or fixed such defects are 
not such that examination by the 
principal contractor ought to have 
revealed them before using or fixing; 

(2) Such defects are due solely to defec- 
tive workmanship or material in the 
goods supplied by us and shall not 
have been caused by improper stor- 
age on the site or by misuse or by 
any act or neglect of either of the 
parties to the main contract or of 
any person/s for whom they may be 
responsible.” 

Is it too pertinent a question to ask 
“Who is to be the deciding authority 
concerning defects of a latent nature? ” 
Does a loophole exist here which permits 
a measure of argument? Presumably, 
when goods are received and signed for 
in good condition, the main contractor is 
signifying the fact that the material in 
question is suitable for the use contem- 
plated at that time. Could this argument 
be used against him at a later date in the 
event of latent defects appearing? Will 
it be argued that he ought to have known 
that a certain material was possibly in 
the process of developing a fault when 
his servant signed for it? Perhaps it may 
be thought that the onus should rest with 
the clerk of works in some minds; surely 
that worthy individual has enough to do 
already? The rejection of faulty material 
is often within his jurisdiction, sometimes 
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directly, sometimes in collaboration with 
the architect. 

The term “improper storage”. is 
somewhat elastic. Even on the most care- 
fully organised site, storage for lengthy 
periods becomes necessary with conse- 
quent risks. Who is to be the arbiter in 
the matter of what constitutes proper 
storage? Are suppliers going to issue 
instructions on correct storage procedure 
when delivering goods? 

I believe that an earnest attempt has 
been made to frame conditions acceptable 
to all parties, and basically I think this 
has been achieved. I do feel, however, 
that there is a certain “looseness,” at 
least, in the paragraph to which I have 
referred, which warrants some care. I am 
certain that reputable suppliers are always 
prepared to replace faulty material, but 
I feel equally strongly that no loopholes 
should be left for the occasional 
“ wriggler.” I may be unduly pessimistic, 
possibly over-cautious, but if I am honest 
with myself, I cannot.say that I feel com- 
pletely happy, particularly about part (1) 
of Clause 5 of the new Form. 


LAW REPORT 


Surveyor’s Claim for Damages : 
Appeal Dismissed 


CourT OF APPEAL | 


BEFORE LorDS JUSTICES DENNING, BIRKETT 
AND PARKER 


Barker v. F. Hardman (Builders), Ltd. 


"THE Court of Appeal on June 29 dis- 

missed with costs an appeal by Mr. 
Dennis Quarendon Barker, 45, of Manor- 
road, Beckenham, Kent, from a judgment 
by Mr. Justice Pearson, who dismissed his 
claim for damages from injury he suffered 
at work. 

Mr. Barker, who lost the sight of his left 
eye as a result of a blow from the handle 
of a concrete-mixer and was now almost 
blind (his right eye being weak), had alleged 
that the accident was due to negligence or 
breach of duty by F. Hardman (Builders), 
Ltd., of Angel-road, Brixton, by whom he 
was employed. 


Mr. Barker conducted his appeal and 
applied for permission to call further 
evidence. 


Giving judgment, Lord Justice Denning 
said Mr. Barker was employed in a super- 
visory capacity as a surveyor by Hardman’s 
on a school site at Mitcham, -for which the 
builders had a contract. 

A second-hand concrete mixer was 
brought to the site, and when in July, 1953, 
Mr. Barker tried to start it, the handle flew 
off and struck him in the eye. As a result 
of the accident he had been unable to con- 
tinue his profession as a surveyor. 

The application for further evidence was 
refused, as his lordship did not think it 
would affect the decision in the action. 

On the question whether the employers 
exercised reasonable care his lordship said 
it was not negligence to buy or use a second- 
hand machine. This machine was not dan- 
gerous and danger to a person could not 
reasonably be foreseen. His lordship added 
that the judge dealt with the matter pro- 
perly and that the court could not upset his 
judgment. Lords Justices Birkett and 


Parker agreed. 
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Electric Cable on Site 


FAILURE BY BOARD TO 
ANSWER LETTER ALLEGED 


“TIYHIS is a most unfortunate case, and it 

is fortunate that no one was electro- 
cuted,” Judge MacMillan said at Shoreditch 
County Court on July 6. 

He had before him a part heard action 
for damages, limited to £100, brought by A. 
Lavender and Co., Ltd., plate and sheet 
glass merchants, of Homerton, against Rush 
and Tomkins, Ltd., builders, Sidcup, Kent, 
for alleged negligence when defendants’ 
mechanical grab on a housing site damaged 
an electric cable. Work was stopped in 
plaintiffs’ factory for three hours. 

Judge MacMillan entered judgment for 
the plaintiffs for £28 18s. 9d., the agreed 
amount for special damages, and awarded 
them % of the costs. 

Evidence was given at the previous hear- 
ing by George Willey, an employee at the 
plaintiffs’ factory, to the effect that he was 
looking out of an upper window of the 
factory on July 26, 1955. Defendants’ 
mechanical grab was at work on a housing 
site near the factory when it pulled up a 
live electric cable. 

Joseph Emery, a maintenance engineer 
for the London Electricity Board, said that 
partly demolished houses were on the site 
and the live cables had been removed. 
Witness had received no indication that the 
defendants were going to build on the north 
side where the cable was pulled up. 

For the defence John Hay, contracts 
manager for the defendants, said his firm 
were building houses, flats and maisonettes 
on the LCC Bentham-road estate on both 
sides of Wick-road. He had previously 
written to the LEB about clearing the cables 
on the site. All he received was a formal 
card of acknowledgment. 

At the resumed hearing on July 6 Mr. 
David Edwards, counsei for the plaintiffs, 
said the case had been adjourned for the 
LEB to produce a representative to explain 
why the defendants’ letter of April 19, 1955, 
asking whether the site was clear of cables, 
had not been answered. 

James Staple was then called. He said 
he was an electrical engineer employed by 
the LEB. His department at the Downs- 
road depét, Hackney, received the defend- 
ants’ letter for clearing the site, but he had 
not seen it. 

Mr. Roger Willis, counsel for the 
defendants, then submitted that before His 
Honour could find the defendants negligent, 
he must be fully satisfied. If his clients 
had pressed for a reply to their letter, they 
might have got an adverse answer. The 
letter was to confirm that the cables had 
been cleared. 

Mr. Edwards submitted that the Bent- 
ham-road Estate was in two parts, north 
and south. Bentham-road ran through the 
south part. Counsel contended that Mr. 
Emery had referred to the south part as 
being cleared. He was never asked about 
the north part. The letter was sent to guard 


_against this unfortunate mistake. 


Judge MacMillan said he had formed the 
view that some confusion arose between 
Mr. Emery and the foreman on the job 
about the clearance. It was also quite 
plain that the LEB had failed to answer a 
most important letter.

IHVE Gume To CurrReNT Practice. Com- 
piled by the “ Guide Committee” of the 
Institution of Heating and Ventilating En- 
gineers. Pp. 424. (London: IHVE.) Price

PREVIOUSLY this book has only been avail- 
able to members of the IHVE in loose-leaf 
form but owing to demand for it from non- 
members it has been published as a book, 
and has been revised and expanded. It is 
divided into 15 sections, each section being 
full of necessary tables, charts and diagrams. 
At the end of the book is what is called a 
“* Subject and Author Index ” to papers pub- 
lished in the records of the Institution. This 
section will be extremely useful to re- 
searchers. A most useful book for heating 
and ventilation engineers, and also for those 
people who have sufficient knowledge of the 
subject to appreciate the relative importancé 
of the factors involved. 


THE POLISH BUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


Recent Achievements and Future 
Prospects 


PEAKING recently in Warsaw, Dr. 
Jedrychowski, deputy chairman of 
the Polish Council of Ministers, presented 
a survey of progress in the building in- 
dustry, with some interesting pointers for 
the future. 
In 1955, with a building force of 600,000, 
a total volume of 46m. cubic metres of 
building was completed. A little under 
half of this was urban building, industrial 
building accounted for one fifth, and the 
remainder was building in rural areas. 


Looking back over the period of the Six- 
Year Plan which terminated at the end of 
last year. Dr. Jedrychowski recalled that 
12,000 industrial buildings had been com- 
pleted during that time. In the housing 
field, during these six years 817,000 rooms 
(13m. sq. metres of floor space) were made 
available for occupation in towns. In 
public building, 2,000 schools were erected, 
as well as hospitals with accommodation 
amounting to 11,000 beds, and over 1,000 
rural cinemas. 

So far as future housing plans are con- 
cerned, Dr. Jedrychowski indicated that be- 
tween now and 1960 at least 1,200,000 liv- 
ing rooms will be constructed. 

Industrialisation of building methods is to 
play an important part in the expansion 
planned for the next five years in all fields. 
Factories, both permanent and mobile, for 
production of prefabricated ferro-concrete 
elements are to be built on a large scale, so 
that by 1960 total production of these ele- 
ments will amount to 3.2m. cubic metres. | 

Between 1949 and 1955 cement production 
rose by over a million tons to 3,813,000 
tons ; brick production (at 2,744m. pieces in 
1955) was also more than a million up; 
ceatral heating boilers and radiators were 
being produced in over four times the 1949 
quantity. Fer the future, an increase of 
cement production to 6,750,000 tons in 
1960 is envisaged. 

Finally, Dr. Jedrychowski emphasised the 
desirability of exchanges of experiences in 
the building field with as many countries as 
possible.

From Our Own Correspondents 


INDONESIA.—It has been announced 
that a five-year plan of reconstruction will 
shortly be submitted to the Indonesian 
Parliament. Projects which will be started 
include hydro-electric works as Asahan 
and Tjati-Luhur (a French firm is at present 
doing preliminary work) and a fertiliser 
plant, and a large-scale irrigation scheme. 
New airports are to be built at Djailolo on 
Haimahera Island (N. Moluccas) and Sura- 
baya. The latter airport will take five years 
to complete, it is stated, and will cost in the 
region of £2m. 


The West German firm Wedexro has now 
surveyed the area of Lampong in Sumatra 
for iron ore and manganese ore. The firm 
is on contract to the State Planning Bureau 
wiih the object of advising on the possi- 
bilily of setting up a steel industry. A 
report will be ready by next April. The 
Bank Industri Negara has bought nine hec- 
tares of ground near Blabag (Magelant, 
Java) for a paper mill which will cost about 
atim. It is to be completed by 1958. So 
far no concrete plans have been made for 
it. 


{RAQ.—The revised development pro- 
graimme received Parliamentary approval at 
the end of last month. Compared with the 
original five-year development programme 
estimated expenditure under the new pro- 
gramme has_ been greatly increased. 
Schemes include flood control, drainage and 


| irrigation; roads and bridges; railways ; 


port at Umm Qasr; public buildings ; in- 
dustry, mining, and electricity, and housing. 
The following tenders have been called for: 
sewage treatment plant for Bagdad Central 
Dairy; Mosul Textile Factory housing 
scheme; pipelines, boilers and equipment 
for Bagdad Central Dairy; and construc- 
tion of the Bagdad to Samarra road. 


A call for tender is expected soon for the 
construction of a new grain silo at Basra. 
The site was inspected recently and com- 
prises 15,000 square metres. The storage 
capacity of the new silo will be about 
65,000 metric tons and it is expected to 
handle one million tons of grain a year. 
The first call for tender for the Bagdad 
sewage scheme is expected to be issued in 
September. It will comprise main and sub- 
sidiary drains, pumping stations and the 
first section of a treatment plant. This con- 
tract will be mainly civil engineering. 


The Development Board’s consultant, Dr. 
Doxiades, has carried out a housing tour of 
provincial towns and rural areas in order 
to draw up a report on Iraq’s long-term 
housing programme. It is anticipated that 
between 60,000 to 100,000 houses will have 
to be built during the next five years. It is 
understood that there has been little interest 
shown in these schemes from British con- 
tractors. 


MALAYA.—The Singapore Improvement 
Trust plans to build twenty blocks of low- 
cost seven-storey flats and thirty blocks of 
four-storey flats on the site of the former 
Kallang airport. The scheme includes 52 
shops and a large market. The whole pro- 
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ject is estimated to cost about £3m. and will 
house more than 10,000 people. 


During the next three years 10 major 
buildings will be erected in Singapore at a 
cost of more than £6m. These are the 
Shell Company’s 14-storey building on Coll- 
yer Quay, the American International 
Assurance Company’s 1l-storey building in 
Robinson-road, the East Asiatic Company’s 
Denmark House in Raffles Quay, the Straits 
Times new building in River Valley-road, 
the Commercial Union Assurance Com- 
pany’s six-storey offices in Robinson-road, 
new offices for Optorg Co., Ltd., in Robin- 
son-road, the Singapore Polytechnic, the 
Teachers’ Training College, four new blocks 
for the Tan Tock Seng Hospital and the 
four-storey Central Telephone Exchange. 
Work planned by the City Council of Singa- 
pore includes a fire station, and two public 
swimming pools. 


The Singapore Government also plans to 
build 27 community centres in the city and 
rural areas of the colony during the next 
five to ten years. The Franciscan Mission- 
aries plan to build a small hospital costing 
over £100,000 in place of the original Mount 
Alvernia scheme which would have cost 
nearly twice as much. It is hoped that 
building on the seven-acre site will begin 
before the end of the year. Work has now 
begun on the construction of a six-storey 
block of government offices in Petalang 
Jaya the satellite town of Kuala Lumpur. 
The whole block will be air-conditioned, 
and will cost about £2m. 


Plans have been made to build a seven- 
storey hotel at a cost of £250,000 on four 
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acres of land at the junction of Treacher- 
road and Ampang-road in Kuala Lumpur. 
The Government has now reverted to the 
Original Port Swetttenham plan which en- 
visages the construction of a new port in 
the North Klang Straits a little to the north 
of the present port. The site will have the 
advantage of naturally deep water but on 
land there is mangrove swamp which will 
require costly preparation before any build- 
ing can take place. It is hoped that initial 
work on the site will begin towards the end 
of this year, 


Tenders will be called soon to build the 
double-decker bridge over the Klang River 
at Klang. The Public Works Department 
said that tenders will be accepted from firms 
of International repute with experience in 
sinking deep caissons using compressed air. 
The upper deck of the bridge will be for 
vehicles and the lower one for cyclists and 
pedestrians. The total length of the bridge 
and viaducts will be 1,438 feet. It is under- 
stood that all steel will be made in England 
and it is expected that the bridge will take 
24 years to build. The Malayan Railway 
plans to build a short line from the Golden 
Blowpipe route at Bahau to Seremban so 
as to reduce the route by 50 miles between 
the East Coast and Kuala Lumpur. The 
East Coast railway has given rapid access to 
Singapore from Kelantan and Pehang and 
it is hoped that the line can be improved 
by 1960 to enable trains to reach a maxi- 
mum speed of 50 miles an hour. 


A firm manufacturing natural foam 
rubber, the Malayan Latex Company Ltd., 
plans to build a larger factory to replace the 
one at Johore Bahru. Since it is expected 
that the Pasir Panjang power station will 
not be able to meet the electricity needs of 
Singapore by 1961 the City Council is plan- 
ning to build another power station to meet 
the island’s growing needs. The new sta- 
tion will probably be built near the Pasir 
Panjang station. Land is now being sur- 
veyed and boring tests made. The City 
Council is also to build a new gas plant us- 
ing oil instead of coal. The plant will be 
capable of producing 44m. cubic feet of gas 
a day and will be substituted for the new 
water gas plant originally proposed. In 
Sarawak the Director of Medical and 
Health Services has announced that a 
mental hospital is to be built at a cost of 
£250,000.

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Paisley Planning Proposals 


ME. JAMES STUART, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on July 5 approved 
planning proposals for the area around 
Paisley Abbey which will allow redevelop- 
ment to proceed on lines substantially the 
same as those favoured by the town council. 
The main proposals provide for diverting 
east-west through traffic from the town 
centre and for developing a site at Cart- 
walk as a commercial centre. The new 
by-pass will be formed by realigning Seed- 
hill-road, building a new bridge over the 
river Cart to Bladda Car park, and realign- 
ing Canal-street. 

The replanning of the Abbey area has 
been the subject of consultation between the 
Minister and the town council for more 
than three years. 

It is intended that the construction of 
the bridge over the Cart should be under- 
taken some time between 1959 and 1973. 





Housing Subsidies 


ON JuLy 6, in Edinburgh, Mr. Stuart met 
representatives of the three local authority 
associations in Scotland. He hopes to 
announce in Parliament before the summer 
recess the proposed new subsidy rates for 
housing. The meeting discussed a report 
by a working party of officials of the 
associations, and the Department of Health 
for Scotland, appointed last April, when the 
review of subsidies was begun, to examine 
the relevant factors of the present housing 
situation.

THE NUMBER of new houses completed in 
Scotland in May was 2,097, bringing the 
' total this year to 10,929. Altogether 267,571 
permanent houses have now been built in 
Scotland under the post-war housing pro- 
gramme. This is shown in the monthly 
return published by the Department of 
Health for Scotland and the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government (HMSO, 
price 3d.). The total built in May, 1955, 
was 2,478; in the first five months of that 
year total completions numbered 12,898. 
The number of houses under construction 
at the end of May was 37,996, as compared 
with 35,046 a year ago. 


New School by Development 
Team 


THE SCHOOL buildings development team 
of the Scottish Education Department is 
supervising the erection of the first school 
for junior secondary use planned by the 
team. Located at Udston-Hillhouse, Hamil- 
ten, the school project differs sharply from 
other schemes in progress in Seotland in two 
directions; new and fast methods of erection 
using newer materials are being tested to 
determine the value of prefabricated com- 
ponents; and the second aspect is that design 
is on the basis of groups of three blocks of 
six classes each, giVing comprehensive 
“houses ” within the school, as against de- 
partmental planning. 


THE BUILDER 


Designed on a two-storey basis, the school 
is being erected by the “ Intergrid” system 
of construction using prestressed, precast 
concrete frame _ structures. Gilbert-Ash, 
Ltd., are the main contractors.
